Nevertheless, it is diffi- 
cult for a representative or a senator to meet thc un- 
usual demands made upon all in public life and at the 
same time, under Washington conditions, support a 
iamijy in a manner compatible with the position. 


The consequence is that congressmen and senators 


are effectually impoverished if they attempt to live 
upon their governmental wages, or else they are driven 
to supplement their incomes while in office. 
Either 


eventuality is injurious from the standpoint of the peo- 
ple. 
Obviously a meniber of congress cannot give his 


full thot to public business if he is wondering constantly 
how he is to pay the grocer and at the same time buy 
railroad tickets back home for his family. 
Worse far 


than such anxiety is the case of the weaker and less 
scrupulous legislator who is driven by the inadequacy 
of his funds to accept outside employment, often not 
compatible with full devotion to the public well-being 
and his own sense of honesty.
